BrookR.iB chnrgwl with having burglar- 
ized the Tim Kelly buffet on Madison 
street, Wnukogan, from which he is 
charged with having stolen twenty dollars 
and sixty cents nnd with having attempted 
to loot tho McDermott- Twins' buffet on 
Washington street. 

The capture of this notorious crook 
marks a supposed cliunix to petty robberies 
about this section of the country. 

Shortly nfter threo Monday morning 
Officer Met z ran ncross tho negro in the 
alleyway at the roar of the Log Cabin saloon 
on Washington Btreet. The officer shouted, 
"Hold up or I will fire." The negro, how- 
over, succeeded in ducking behind a stone 
wall and making a getaway.'

About tho time- the directors of Booth' & 
Co decided to pass the dividend and there- 
by lav themBelven open to a Bevero repri- 
mand from the Chicago Stock Exchange, 
tho foreign agent left the city.

East Benton Methodist church — burned 
to tho ground and is a total loss. 

Hiram Ferry place — damage of trifling 
naturo incurred but progress of (lames is 
checked. 

Zion City young nien nnd boys congregate 
in tho wood shed, in the rear of the church 
that burned, ns many as fifty at a time, as 
the shed is out of the corporate limits of 
Zion City, and it is belioved thaj; n match 
or cigarette butt dropped' in the wood 
shavings started the blaze. 

Men in .the Morris nnd: Sabine meat 
market were apprised of the fire when 
smoke began to come into the back door of 
the place. An instant later tho butcher 
shop and grocery were also ablaze and a 
pillar of flamo and smoke ascended from 
the frame church, which in a very short 
time was a smoking mass of ruins, a total 
loss uncovered by insurance. 

The firo was fought ineffectually by. a 
water supply pumped by the Hiram .Ferry 
gasoline engine, an alarm being lurned-iir 
at Zion City at once when the discovery of 
tho fire was made.

-small and lurked carrying power, so that 
efforts of the Zion department failed to 
make results. 

The Ferry barn 'and haystack were 
scorched and damaged.' . 

H. "Ferry, Jr., in 'an interview slated 
that he feared the loss to the church would 
amount to something over threo thousand 
dollars! Mr, Ferry on his own responsibil- 
ity had had tho church property insured 
for nine hundred with the Millburn Mutual 
Insurance Company. It was announced 
later by the East Benton church community 
that it would not rebuild immediately. x 
The giant brick chimney fell at ten min- 
utes after one. No one was injured ns it 
was impossible for even those fighting the 
fire to get closo enough to bo hit by falling 
brick 8. 

Mr. Morris, of the firm of Morris and 
Sabine, stated that all that had been saved 
was the cosh drawer, Xnsuranco certificates 
nnd tbe^nccount. books. Mr. -Sabine lost 
his forty-five dollar watch in the fire.

PRAIRIE FIRE 

NEAR TREVOR 

WEDNESDAY 



Just as we go to press this- (Wednes- 
day) afternoon word reaches us of the sad 
accident of Mrs. James Iabester who resides 
with her husband and family north east 
of town. 

At nn early hour this morning when only 
she with her step daughter Clara wero in 
tho Iioubc, her husband having gone to tho 
depot with his milk, in some unaccount- 
able manner her clothing caught fire and 
boforo it could bo extinguished the greator 
part of her body had I o n eeveio y burned 

Dr. Ames was at' onco summoned and 
did all in bis power to make her comfort- 
able but pronounced her injuries fatal and 
informed the family, that she could not 
live tho day through. Particulars of the 
accident can not bo obtained but wo learn 
that sho passed away about two o'clock. 

The family have the sympathy of their 
many friends in this sad hour. 



That a thrilling hand-to hand battle took 
place between a man and a bull not long 
ago is a tale that is true but is not gener- 
ally known. The scene of this battle was 
on the Peter Nelson farm about six miles 
northwest of Libertyville and the hero 
Joseph Flannax, foreman of the farm. 
Hero he certainly was but'most bedraggled 
and painfully injured before he escaped. 
The famous Spanish matador never put up 
a more clever and game battle than did 
this Lake county, ninn and it was only 
through cleverness and strategy that he 
escaped with his life. 

It seems that Flannax atteuiped to cross 
the big pasture in which hiB bull waB kept 
nnd the animal being in a peevish mood 
immediately, look after him. The only 
thing Flannax could lay his hands on to 
protect himself was a small stick about 
threo feet long nnd with this he began a 
battle royal, With Ibis ho batted the bull 
across tho nose nnd dodged. Thin stayed 
the bull but an instant and with a bellow 
of roge he would again charge. Flannax 
fought on and on losing ground at every 
charge until at Inst worn out by the con- 
tinual running fight ho went down before 
the 'vigorous onslaught of the enraged 
animal. 

For some unknown reason the bull in. 
.stead of turning upon the man and goring 
liim to- death with his horns began to 
trample upon him with hi* hoofs. Flan- 
nax in n semi-conscious condition ngain be- 
gan a game of tag with death hut instead of 
using his feet was compelled to roll along the 
ground. His legs wpre so badly lacerated 
that ho was unable to regain his feet and 
his arms as well wero lorn and bleeding. 

Life is sweet and the almost exhausted 
man snw that the only avenue of escape 
that lay open to him was to roll along the 
ground to a corner of the Gold in which was 
a largo pond of water. Over and over he 
rolled with the steaming nostrils of the bull 
closo to his face. Now this side now that, 
attempting to avoid tho cruel hoofs that 
crushed and bruised his flesh at every turn. 
For over a hundred yards he rolled and 
saw' upon reaching the water that aoarbed 
wire fence on one side and a wovern wire 
fence on tho other were barrierc that he 
could never surmount in his weak condi- 
tion. Into the water he rolled. The bull 
stopped seemingly lired of the sport, stood 
off to watch his victim, nervously pawing 
the ground. Flannax, glad of the relief 
and tlie soothing touch of the water upon 
his wounds, lay perfectly still and in ashort 
time the bull forgot his troubles and began 
switching the fies— and then to grozo. 
Flannnx, watching his opportunity, quietly 
waded through the water to the fence nnd 
crawled under. He reached the fnrm house 
more dead than alive and Dr. J. L. Taylor 
was immediately called to dress his 
wounds. He has been confined to his bed 
for tho post week but will recover without 
■3riou) inju«y. 



Tuberculosis Institute Heads Busy on 
Project With Chicago 

• Dr. Evana of the Chicago Board of 
Health, in an interview with Dr.- Walter-. 
Bon, head of the Waukegan colony for 
tiiOBe suffering from tuberculosis, -stated 
that after the first of January, 1909, the 
Chicago citv council and the Cook county 
officials tfould not allow milk procured 
from cattle suffering from tuberculosis to 
be shipped into Cook county. According 
to Dr. WattersonY statement Chicago 
doctors fear that the farmers who have in 
the past shipped milk from cattle suffering 
from this dread disease into Chicago, will 
ship large quantities into Waukegan and 
other north shore cities. 

At a meeting of the members of the 
Tuberculosis society held in Dr. Tom- 
baugh's office last Friday evening, at 
which fifteen were present, a special com- 
mittee wns appointed by the members of 
the executive committee whose duty it will 
bo to stall any movement upon the part of 
the farmers of the surrounding county to 
push one over Waukegan and ship the 
diseased milk. 

Dr. Gavin is a member of the Chicago 
society and they have asked that he act in 
unison with their movements add aid 
them in having every herd of cattle around 
Chicago inspected and the results recorded. 

Dr. Evans also recommended that the 
local society procure a Chicago lecturer to 
speak on the question of the dread disease 
at nn open meeting, if for no other reason 
than to get the citizenB interested. 

Dr. Ga7ia proposed that the city council 
in connection with the mayor be interview- 
ed and advised to appoint a special vet- 
erinary whoso duty it would be to inspect 
the herds of cattle'in Luke county, report 
their physical condition and have them 
recorded.

committed Buicido Into Saturday evening 
by means of Paris Green, one of tho most 
deadly of poisons, while insane;. 

Mrs. Palo, who resides at 629Cumtuings 
avenue, Waukegan, has been ill for some 
time.* Her husband states that she has 
been ailing for threo months. At times 
her relatives and members of ber own 
family feared that- she' was mentally de- 
ranged. They wero required to keep n 
constant, watch over ber most of the lime. 
Saturday morning, however, Mrs. Palo 
announced a desire to leave her bed, to 
which sho bad been confined at intervals 
for the past seven weeks, and to aid in the 
household work. Her desire was granted. 
For the iriost of the day Mrs. Palo aided 
in the many duties required of the mistress 
of the house. Her husband returned from 
work .about se^en o'clock in the evening. 

Noticing that his wife acted unusually 
atrange, Mr. Palo asked her what sbo had 
been drinking. 

*'I havo taken poison, I nm tired of 
livinp, I want to die," was the response of 
the woman. Tho tale of the drinking of 
the poison was home out by the stains on 
the front of her dress. 

Mr. Palo immediately dispatched one o£ 
his daughters for a doctor. Dr. Baker was 
called and after a few hours pronounced 
her condition as hopeful. A stomach 
pump was brought into use and the crazed 
woman's condition was soon announced ns 
hopeful. Dr. Baker left tho bouse stating 
that her heart was greatly relieved and 
that he thought she would survive the 
poison which was rapidly affecting the 
heart. 

Airs. Pulo's condition seemed encourag- 
ing to her relatives throughout the night. 
However, early in tho morning her con- 
dition became more serious and before aid' 
could be summoned the poison had gripped , 
the death hold on her heart and she waB 
passed to the great beyond. 

Coroner Taylor took charge of tho case 
early Sunduy morning. 

An inquest was held late Sundny even- 
ing at which developments proved that the 
victim had grown dorfpondent through 
'illness nnd that she hnd committed suicide 
Mr. Palo testified that it, waB his opin- 
ion that his wife had been insano for the 
pant seven weeks. Other relaiivea testified 
likewise. 

Besides a husband Mrs. Palo leaves five 
children to mourn her death. Two of the 
members of the family aro young men who 
will be able to care for themselves. , 

Mra.. Palo was fifty-three years ot age.? 
Sbo was born in Finland and has made 
this state her residence for the past four- 
teen years.

CRUDE METHODS OF' SPINNING. 
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Much Expected of New Roadway.

Springfield.— Beneficial showers in 
varlouB parts of the state were report- 
ed to the IllinolB section of the cllmato- 
logical service of the United States 
department of agriculture. In the 
weekly bulletin Clarence J. Root, act- 
ing section director, summarizes con- 
ditions, as follows: "The first half of 
the week was cool, but It ended warm. 
Minimum temperatures, In the forties, 
In the northern district, and in the 
fifties in tho central and southern dis- 
tricts, obtained on tho first three days. 
The average temperature' was two de- 
grees above the normal. The ex- 
tremes were 97 degrees and 47 de- 
grees. Showers occurred at most sta- 
tions In the northern and central 
counties. They were very beneficial 
and at many places the drought was 
relieved. More than an inch of rain 
fell at a, few stations. These showers 
wore practically tho only precipitation 
during tho week. No rain of conse- 
quence fell in the southern- district, 
and the drought is becoming serious. 
There was ah abundance of sunshine, 

the average being about 85 per cent.

- The Invention of tho art of spinning 
was ascribed by the ancients to Mi- 
nerva, tho goddess of wisdom, says a 
writer in The Housekeeper. The date, 
1500 B. C, !b given as that of tho be- 
ginning of tho art In Greece, under the 
direction of tho king of Arcadia, but 
pictured inscriptions on Egyptian mon- 
uments show that tho use of tho Bpin- 
die and distaff was known in that 
country much earlier. The first dis- 
taff was simply a stick, around which 
tho fiber to be spun was loosely coiled, 
held in the left hand; the spindle was 
a sort of top set in motion by a twirl 
of the hand, tho fiber passing between 
tho finger and thumb of the right 
hand. This Invention was Improved 
upon in the course of tlmo by placing 
tho splndlo In a frame and making It 
revolve by mechanical action of tho 
hand or foot In connection with a 
wheel or treadle — thus giving tho truo 
spinning wheel. Tho first recorded 
ubo of this waB In tho early years of 
the sixteenth century, but It waB prob- 
ably made and used long before this. 
The first spinning jenny, a machine 
working eight spindles, was invented 
in 1767. ■

Areola Company Quits. 

Adjt Gen. Scott entered an order 
for the muster out of the Illinois Na- 
tional Guard of Company A, Fourth in- 
fantry of Areola. Capt. David Davis 
of the Fourth infantry will wind up 
the affairs of the military command, 
and issue honorable discharges to tho 
militiamen. Tho public property of 
the company will be shipped to Spring- 
field and stored' in the Btatc arsenal. 
The muster out of the command fol- 
lows recommendations made by the 
commanding officer. The company is 
considered inefficient in drills, and a 
majority of tho members have failed 
to give proper attention to regular 
practice. Upon recommendation of 
the commanding officer of tho First in- 
fantry, Capt. Frederick W. Lass, quar- 
termaster of the Second infantry, Is 
detailed to duty with the First regi- 
ment, as acting commissary. Tho regi- 
mental commissaries of the First, 
Fourth and Eighth InfantrloB, Illinois 
National Guard, are directed to pro- 
ceed to Fort Benjamin Harrison, Ind., 
to aid In the work that Is to be done 
during tho encampment at the bar- 
racks. An election is ordered In the 
Illinois Naval Reserves Saturday, 
September 20, for lieutenant com- 
mander. CapL W. F. Purdy will pro- 
Bide. * • 

Humphrey Holds Whisky Decision. 

The decision of Judge Humphrey as 
to whether only aged whisky Is gen- 
uine and whether a distiller must 
label all other products imitations, Is 
to be made soon. Tho hearing of argu- 
ments in the case was concluded and 
Judge Humphrey has- taken- the-mat- 
ter under advisement The case, when 
decided, will be a precedent for like 
litigation in this state. -Woolner & 
Co., Clarke & Co., and Corning & Co., 
distillers from Peoria, claim that P. J. 
Itcnnlck, Internal revenue collector, 
has given them orders that they must 
label all their spirits frumentl, which 
has not reached a certain age as Imi- 
tation goods. Tho complainants are 
seeking to enjoin tho federal officer 
from carrying out his order. They 
base their claim on custom, and upon 
an act of congress In which it is pro- 
vided that all goods must be labeled 
by their proper names.

A. N. Johnson, engineer for mo 
state highway commission, thus re- 
ferred to the new asphalt oil road now 
In progress of construction from the 
turn of the street railway track at 
South Grand boulevard and Washing- 
ton park around to tho Illlnl Country 
Club in Springfield. The road is a 
novelty In this section, of tho country. 
There Is nothing else like It this side 
of California, where the roods are 
made by Bprlnkllng crude oil, several 
times a year over the surfaco of tho 
driveway. Tho "Country c]ub road, 
as It has come to be called here, Is 
wholly different. Mr. Johnson said: 
••Wo are mixing the soil with* asphalt 
oil and iiBlng a solution six Inches 
deep for this roadway. Of course It 
1b only an experiment as yet, but I 
believe it will make good. Wo are 
mixing the oil with tho yellow soil of 
this vicinity just now, but other ex- 
periments are under headway. For 
instance, over in Bement, Piatt county, 
they have tho pure black earth. Else- 
where gravel prevallB and In both 
places wo are mixing the asphalt oil 
with these elements to learn which Is 
tho better adapted for tho compound. 
What is asphalt oil? I must give up 
that question for tho present. We 
will have It analyzed by a chemist and 
learn its Ingredients. ThlB asphalt 
oil rond," Mr. Johnson went on to Bay, 
"Is far cheaper than macadam. While 
the latter will cost $4,000 a mile, as- 
phalt oil can.be put in for from 
$1,500 to $2,000 a mile. The road under 
construction at the Country club in- 
cludes three-quarterB of a mile, more 
than half of which is now finished. It 
passes through the Leland farm, tho 
Wiggins estate and the Country club's 
property. All of the property owners 
are enthusiastic over the prospects of 
the job." 




Project Many Trolley Lines. 

Tho Electric Traction Weekly prints 
a list of 53 new electric railway pro- 
jects in Illinois. MoBt if* not all of 
these have been mentioned in ono way 
or another in tho dally papers when 
the company was organized or when- 
over some other important move was 
made, but when they are all compiled 
in one llst'lt makes a formidable show- 
ing. Somo of tho projected lines will 
never be built while a number of oth- 
ers will he. Ten of tho lines are Mc- 
KInloy projects and doubtless thoro Is 
a serious purpose on the part of the 
McKlnley people to build all of these. 
Others are important links which will 
connect lines already in operation and 
those are certain to bo built sooner 
or later.' In most cases the amount 
for which tho companies were capital- 
ized signifies that the organization was 
only tentative.

After 
the sermon by Rev. N.- O. Patterson of 
Stonlngton a discussion and business 
session followed. The annual meet- 
ing of tho Woman's Missionary so- 
'clety of the district was held. 



Final Report of Grand Jury. 

The special grand Jury called to 
probo tho recent race war adjourned 
after returning 17 more indictments. 
This makes a total of 117 during the 
session. Among tho Indictments re- 
turned Thursday were those against 
four Springfield policemen, Oscar 
Dahlkamp, Joseph Ferendez, George 
H. Ohlman and George W. Dawson. 
They are indicted for alleged failure 
to suppress the riot when detailed for 
that duty. Sheriff Warner, Chief of 
Police Wilbur Morris, Capt Charles 
Walsh of troop D„ Springfield, and 
other ofllcera aro commended by tho 
grand jury. The report condemns al- 
leged "cowards" among the officials, 
and says: "After the most diligent 
Inquiry we condemn In . unmeasured 
terras .tn<rcowurdly, contemptuous ac- 
tion of those members of the police 
force who, having taken the oath of 
office, failed to do their duty." 



Owes Black Race a Debt. 

Eugene W. Chafln, Prohibition can- 
didate for president, In a statement 
made at Seattle, Washr,.a few days 
ago, Is credited with the remark that 
a negro had saved his life when he 
was drowning while a boy, and that 
he owed a debt to the race. Tho re- 
mark was made in response to a num- 
ber of negroes, who thanked tho can- 
didate for saving the life of a negro 
whilo ho was In this city. Mr. Chafln 
in his talk also referred to the vlco of 
the state of Illinois, and declared that 
the prohibition element had driven It 
out of a number of cities, and pre- 
dicted destruction for cltleB who do 
not vote liquor out, as the criminal 
eloment will flock to these localities.

Toledo, O. — Col. Henry M. Nevlus 
of Red Bank, N. J., was elected coin, 
mauder-in-chlef of the Grand Array of 
the Republic Thursday. The election 
occurred on the first ballot, which 
gave Mr. Nevlus 454 votes compared 
with 254 for former Gov. Van Sant of 
Minnesota, and 90 for L. T. Dlckason 
of Illinois. On motion of the former 
Minnesota executive tho nomination 
of the -New Jersey man was made 
unanimous. 

Other officers wore chosen as fol- 
lows: Senior vice-commander, J. Kent 
Hamilton of Ohio; junior vice-com- 
mander, C. C. Royce of California; 
chaplain-in-chief, J. P. Spence of Ten- 
nessee; surgeon-in-ckiof, G. Lane Tan- 
nehill of Maryland. 

Col. Nevlus, a native of Now Jersey, 
was studying law with the late Rus- 
sell A. Alger of Michigan when the 
war broke out, and enlisted from tho 
state with the Lincoln cavalry. He 
rose to a commission with the Seventh 
Michigan and the Twenty- fifth New 
York cavalry regiments, and lost an 
arm in front of Fort Stevens when the 
union army was engaged with Gen. 
Early. 

The Woman's Relief Corps elected 
Mrs. W. L. Gillman of Roxbury, Mass., 
president. 

March of the Veterans. 

Toledo, O. — For an hour or more 
Wednesday the great parade of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, with 
Its attendant throngs, served merely 
as the background of as dramatic an 
Incident as has enlivened a political 
campaign In some years, namely the 
public meeting of William H. Taft 
arid his erstwhile' rival, Senator Jo- 
seph Benson Foraker. 

The Republican leader and his an- 
tagonist politically of the pre-conven- 
tion canvass met In the official review- 
ing stand, shook hands, smiled and ex« 
changed greetings, while from thou- 
sands of throats came cheer after 
cheer as the significance of the inci- 
dent dawned upon tho beholders. 

Mr. Taft, bronzed from much golf 
and some fishing in Middle Bass 
Island, Ignorant of the Impending 
meeting, arrived from the Island on 
Commodore Richardson's power boat 
Jassamine at 10:30 o'clock In the 
morning. His progress along the 
streets in an automobile, accompanied 
by Gen. Corbin, President Lewis of 
the Middle Bass Fishing club, and 
Mayor Whitlock, was a contlnuod ova- 
tion. The thousands in the reviewing 
stand stood when ho entered, and for 
some time after he had become seated. 
Then Senator Foraker appeared and 
the two shook hands cordially and 
chatted together. 

Parade a Great Success. 

The parade was remarkable for the 
absence of nccldents and cases of ex- 
haustion, and for the good order which, 
prevailed, not only among the dense 
crowds along the line of march, but 
throughout the city. Mayor Whitlock 
stated that despite tho crowd of 100,- 
000 visitors there had been fewer acci- 
dents, fewer misdemeanors and less 
work for the police generally than on 
any average day of the year. Aside 
from a veteran who was slightly 
bruised by being hit by an ambulance, 
there were no accidents, and not more 
than a dozen visited tho hospital as 
the result of fatigue. 

Estimates of the number of veterans 

In line varied from 8,000 to three times 

that number, but It Is doubtful if there 

were more than 12,000. The various 

posts marched with half a block be- 

tween them, and tho departments were 

' v even further apart. There was a good 

& ten feet separating each row of 

* marchers and it was this liberality of 

space, which made It require four hours 

to pass the reviewing stand. Fully 

half the veterans wore the badges of 

either Michigan or Ohio. 

G. A. R. Selects Salt Lake City. 
Toledo, O.— Salt Lake City won over 
Washington Friday for tho forty-third 
annual encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic next year by a 
vote of 4G1 to 104. 



Rawhide, Nev.—rThree thousand peo- 
ple homeless, a score or more Injured, 
and a property loss of over $750,000, 
is the result of a disastrous fire which 
started at nine o'clock. Friday morn- 
ing in Dr. Gardner's office located in 
the Rawhide Drug company's building. 
Fanned by a gale ,the fire swept rap- 
idly south- and east to Balloon avenue 
and up Rawhide avenue to within 50 
yards of the People's hospital. 

Over a ton and a half of dynamite 
was used in the demolition of build- 
ings which in a measure stayed the 
flames' progress. Tho volunteer fire 
department and 500 miner volunteers 
worked heroically, but on account of 
the Inflammable construction of the 
buildings they were swept away like 
tinder. 

At 11 o'clock the business portion 
of Rawhide was a smoldorlng mass of 
ruins, the flames being finally checked 
south of Balloon avenue. 

A famine was feared as all the sup- 
ply houses and grocery stores were 
wiped out. 

A subscription was started and In 
a few minutes over $5,000 was raised 
and a relief train started from Reno at 
four o'clock, carrying thousands of 
pounds of foods and bedding. 

All the mining towns of the state 
came quickly to the assistance of the 
Rawhide sufferers with cash contri- 
butions. The San Francisco Mining 
exchange at once sent a contribution 
of $500. 

Plans were well under way for a re- 
construction of the town before the 
ashes were thoroughly cool. 

The fire was brought under control 
after destroying tho entire business 
section with the exception of one 
grocery store. This store has sold all 
of Its provisions and unless food Is 
rushed here there will be much suffer- 
ing. ''* 

Two commercial travelers are re- 
ported to have lost their lives in tho 
burning of the Ross hotel, but this 
has not been confirmed. 

The town has been placed undor 
martial law.

Springfield, 111.— The first of the 
rioters who participated In the re- 
cent race war to appear for trial was 
Roy Young, who Friday entered a 
plea of guilty to the charge of bur- 
glary, larceny, arson and riot. He con- 
fessed to having set fire to many 
negro homes. Young swore that hie 
age was 15, whereupon Judge Crelgh- 
ton sentenced him to the Pontine re- 
formatory. 

George Richardson, who was In- 
dicted for assault upon Mrs. Hallam, 
and who later was exonerated, was 
ordered released from the Blooming- 
ton jail. 

Springfield, 111.— The special grand 
Jury called to probe the recent race 
war adjourned Thursday night after 
returning 17 more indictments. This 
makes a total of 117 during the ses- 
sion. Among the lndictmentB re- 
turned Thursday were those against 
four Springfield policemen, Oscar 
Dahlkamp, Joseph Ferendes, George 
H. Ohlman and George W. Dawson. 
They are indicted for alleged failure 
to suppress the riot when detailed for 
that duty. 

Sheriff Warner, Chief of Police Wil- 
bur Morris, Capt. Charles Walsh of 
troop D, Springfield, and other offl. 
cers are commended by the grand 
jury. The report condemns alleged 
"cowards" among the officials.

Honorah Jordan, an actress aged 23 
years, of Somervllle, In a trunk In a 
boarding house at 7 Hancock street on 
Beacon bill, this city. Later the head 
and the bones of the limbs were found 
in tho furnace of the Jordan home at 
Somervllle and the scalp, hair and 
other grewsome remains were taken 
from the kitchen range of the house. 

Chester Jordan, aged 29 years, an 
actor of Somervllle, Is held by the po- 
lice charged with tho murder and, ac- 
cording to the officers, ho made a com- 
plete confession of the crime. 

According to Jordan's confession he 
accidentally killed his wife Tuesday 
night in a quarrel at their homo and. 
becoming desperate over what ho had 
done, took a butcher's knife, razor and 
shears and cut up the body and placed 
the torso in a trunk. He then .planned 
to take the steamer Harvard Wednes- 
day night for New York and throw the 
parte of the body overboard. Tho 
fact that tho Harvard was laid off 
owing to an accident disarranged his 
plans and he was obliged to hire a 
hackman to take the trunk to a Bos- 
ton boarding house to await a more 
favorable opportunity. 

The discovery of the .crime was due 
to the suspicions of the hackman, 
who notified the police.

New York.— An attempt* was mado 
Monday to turn a meeting of unem- 
ployed worklngmen into an anar- 
chistic demonstration, and for half an 
hour the big meeting hall In Cooper 
Union, where tho meeting look place, 
was the scene of wild excitement, 
during wlilch "red flags wero raised, 
the police denounced and inc«mdlary 
speeches made. 

Alexander Berkmnn, the anarchist 
who some years ago shot Honry C. 
Fricky a steel .company official, during 
the Homestead strike ; In Pennsyl- 
vania, was dragged from the hall by 
the police and locked up. A young 
woman who gave her name as "Mary 
Smith," and who. stood by Berkmnn, 
was alBo arrested, and Emiiia Gold- 
man, recognized leader of the "redB'- 
in this country, was made to leave 
the hall. 

Dr. Ben Iteitmnn was on the pro- 
gram for a speech on the "Care of the 
Unemployed," but it was not noticed 
that he had anything to say on this 
subject. Dr. Reltman urged the un- 
employed to cease submitting to labor. 
He denounced public institutions and 

then said: . 

"Listen! This is anarchy, but I toll 
you there Bbbuld bo fewer thousands 
expended in the maintenance of 
churches and tho police, and tho 
money should bo expended in caring 
for the unemployed such as you, and 
not spent in keeping up such super- 
stitions." 

At thlB point Charles Oberwager, a 
former president of the Central Fed- 
erated union, was introduced. He de- 
nounced the preceding speaker, de- 
daring Dr. Reltman had preached tho 
doctrines of anarchy. This caused an 
outburst and during the excitement 
Berkman sprang to his feet and de- 
manded to be allowed to take the plat- 
form to defend the anarchistic doc- 
trines In which* ho believes.
